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Hundreds attend Jan. 14

ALCALA PARK — A man reading a 
Braille text with his fingertips delivered 
the first reading during the Jan. 14 Access 
Sunday Mass at the Immaculata on the 
University of San Diego campus. His 
participation, along with many other of 
the disabled, showed hundreds of Mass- 
goers last Sunday that the disabled can be 
active in their parishes. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher and 15 
concelebrants gathered for the annual 
diocesan event; it began in 1981 under 
the sponsorship of Catholic Community 
Services’ program for the handicapped 
and marked the opening of the 
International Year for Disabled Persons. 


‘“SACCESS SUNDAY is not a day for 
the disabled. It is a day for all of us,”’ 
Betty Britschgi of diocesan Services for 
Disabled People said. The Mass 
illuminates the largely unrecognized fact 


that disabled persons have an untapped: 


potential to serve, she added.

SAN DIEGO — The establishment of 
full diplomatic relations between the 
United States and the Holy See will make 
official what has existed unofficially 
between the two states since .1939, 
William Wilson, President Reagan’s 
nominee as first ambassador to the 
Vatican, said Jan. 10. 


Wilson, the president’s personal 
representative to the Vatican for the past 
three years, met with the press prior to 
delivering a speech on ‘‘Peace and 
Freedom as Observed from the U.S. 
Vatican Office’ at the University of San 
Diego’s School of Law. It was his first 
public appearance’ since the 
announcement earlier in the day that the 
U.S. and the Vatican will exchange 
embassy-level representatives. 


WILSON, 69, is the fifth on-again, 
off-again personal representative of a 
U.S. president to the Vatican since 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt named 
Myron C. Taylor to the non- 
ambassadorial post in 1939. The 
nomination is subject to Senate approval, 
a move made possible last year when 
Congress lifted a century-old ban on 
diplomatic relations between the U.S. 
and the Vatican.

to gain from the appointment of an 
ambassador to the Vatican and a papal 
pro-nuncio to Washington, said Wilson, a 
California businessman. Archbishop Pio 
Laghi is the current apostolic delegate to 


the U.S. bishops; his diplomatic status in 
the nation’s capital comes only from his 
role as the Vatican’s permanent observer 
to the Organization of American States. 
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Abortion ruling to be marked locally 


This Sunday is the 11th anniversary of 
the Jan. 22, 1973, Supreme Court ruling 
which legalized abortion throughout the 
entire nine months of pregnancy. Instead 
of the traditional pro-life march in 
downtown San Diego, the day has been 
set aside as Sanctity of Human Life 
Sunday by the Christian Action Council, 
an evangelical pro-life organization, and 
it will also be marked by the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of San Diego. 


In a letter to the clergy of the diocese, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher has asked that his 
pastoral statement on abortion be read at 


all Sunday Masses (see page 5 for full 
text). Calling abortion a ‘‘direct violation 
of a human being’s fundamental right to 
life,’’ the bishop said any direct taking of 
human life is ‘‘gravely wrong.”’ 


IN A memorandum sent out with the . 


pastoral letter, the bishop asked priests to 
remind the Catholic faithful of their 
‘obligation to protect human life and to 
encourage others to do the same.”’ 

On Monday, Jan. 23, pro-life 
supporters will gather at 12:30 p.m. in 
front of the Federal Office Building in 


downtown San Diego to present 
Congressman Jim Bates with ‘‘dead 
flowers’’ for his pro-abortion votes. Roses 
will be presented to the three area 
Congressmen with a pro-life voting 
record: Duncan Hunter, Bill Lowery and 
Ron Packard. 


The local effort will coincide with the 
1984 March for Life in Washington, 
D.C., also pushed back one day this year 
to allow pro-lifers to lobby their 
congressmen; Congress will reconvene

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WASHINGTON (NC) — Three 
doctors and Nellie J. Gray, president of 
the March for Life, warned last week that 
abortions are dangerous to women as well 
as fatal to unborn children.

Kissinger report 
is a mixed bag

WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
Kissinger Commission on Central 
America has urged President Reagan to 
retain a strong U.S. military stance in the 
region, but not to rely solely on military 
solutions. 


The commission report, issued Jan. 11, 
also urges the U.S. government to help 
the troubled region meet its human 
needs. 


THE REPORT of the “‘bipartisan’’ 
commission supported the twin goals of 
‘‘national security and human 
betterment.’’ 


The commission, chaired by former 
secretary of state, Henry A. Kissinger, 
was formed by President Reagan last July 
in the wake of growing opposition to the 
administration’s Central. American 
policy, particularly. by religious groups, 
including the U.S. Catholic bishops who 
criticized increasing U.S. military 
involvement in the region. 


The U.S. Catholic bishops, in a 1981 
statement, urged political solutions to the 
region’s problems rather than military 
force, particularly in El Salvador and 
Nicaragua, and since then Church 
officials have repeated the stand. 

ALSO IN July, 50 Latin American 
bishops, meeting in Bogota, Colombia, 
asked ‘‘all foreign powers’’ to leave Latin 
America and ignore requests ‘for 
intervention.

NEW RULES — The federal government 


issued new rules and guidelines Jan. 9 to 
protect handicapped ‘‘Baby Does’’ from being 
left to die or go without treatment solely 
because of their handicap. The new 
Department of Health and Human Services 
rules, which take effect in February, seek to 
guarantee appropriate medical treatment of 
handicapped infants and compliance with state 
and federal laws against discrimination. 

‘ANOMALY CORRECTED’ — The 
resumption of U.S.-Vatican diplomatic 
relations was due partly to ecumenical 
dialogue between Christian churches and to 
the Holy See’s increased prestige in 
international forums, the Vatican daily 
newspaper said. ‘‘No one can escape the 
importance of today’s event, which, as 
President Reagan recently said, is destined ‘to 
correct an anomaly of history,’ ’’ said the 
newspaper in a front-page editorial. 

SURPRISE? — Public and private schools 
were urged by a Catholic education official to 
“take society by surprise’’ by joining forces for 
the good of students and society. Father 
Thomas G. Gallagher, U.S. Catholic 
Conference secretary for education, addressed 
members of the National Education 
Association’s task force on _ educational 
excellence; he said he looks forward to the day 
when public and private representatives can go 
together before Congress to get ‘‘full funding”’ 
for education. 

FINAL TEXT — The 9,600-word final 
text of the U.S.- bishops’ pastoral letter on 
Hispanic ministry was released Jan. 10. The 
document is also being made available in 
Spanish. 

CONDEMNED — Poland’s primate, 

. Cardinal Jozef Glemp of Gniezno and 
Warsaw, has condemned placing nuclear 
missiles in Europe. ‘“The prospects for. the 
year which has just started can evoke a feeling 


of oppression, because some European 


. countries of ancient Christian culture are 


equipped with missiles carrying death; the 
very fact of threatening humanity with missiles 
like these is immoral,’’ he said.

new cafeteria to feed the city’s poor. The 
cafeteria, which serves 1,000 free meals daily 
to refugees and others in need, is under the co- 
sponsorship of Caritas, a Roman Catholic 
charitable organization, and the city of Rome. 


BOYCOTT OK’D — The Catholic 
Bishops Conference of the Philippines said 
Filipinos may boycott coming elections in good 
conscience because of the unstable political 
situation following the assassination of 
opposition leader Benigno Aquino last August. 
The bishops said traditional Church teaching 
that Catholics have an obligation to vote 
applies only to normal circumstances and the 
upheaval since the assassination has created 
“‘far from normal’’ conditions. 


TERRITORIAL DISPUTE — The 
foreign ministers of Chile and Argentina will 
meet Vatican mediators to work out final 
details of a solution to their territorial dispute, 
the Vatican announced. The announcement, 
made by the Vatican Press Office, said Pope 
John Paul II considered the time right for a 
“‘conclusive phase’ of the talks, which have 
been mediated by the pope since 1979. 


HARMONY — Racial harmony is 
imperative to Christian life, Cardinal Timothy 
Manning of Los Angeles said in a pastoral 
letter prepared forthe observance of the 
birthday of the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. 
He called on the more than two million 
Catholics in the Los Angeles Archdiocese to 
reflect on the need for racial harmony and 
urged parishes ‘‘to pray for the courage to live 
the principle of human. dignity, for we are 
many people living as one people of faith.”’ 


NUN TO RUN — A Rhode Island nun 
who plans to run again for state office will not 
get a dispensation from Church laws 
prohibiting priests and Religious in politics, 
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said Bishop Louis E. Gelineau of Providence. 
“It is certainly incongruous to expect that I 
should grant a dispensation...when the Holy 
Father himself does not do so,’’ the bishop said 
after meeting with a Sister of Mercy who plans 
to run for state attorney general. 


‘IMMORAL’ — In a statewide pastoral 
letter, 16 religious leaders in lowa condemned 
any nuclear war and the ‘‘concept of nuclear 
deterrence’’ as immoral. Nuclear war cannot 
“‘be justifiable,’’ they said, ‘‘under any 
circumstance; in any region; by any social 
system.’’ Three of the signers are Catholic 
bishops of the state. 


‘MOMENTUM’ — Despite legislative 
setbacks, the idea of tuition tax credits will 
continue to gain momentum, Frank J. 
Monahan, U.S. Catholic Conference assistant 
director of government relations, said. ‘‘This 
is so because the basic issue involved is one of 
fairness to both the people and the institutions 
which comprise the private educational 
enterprise in our nation,’’ Monahan said. 


‘NEXT BATTLEFRONT’ — The 
Supreme Court’s Jan. 11 decision to reinstate 
a $10 million punitive-damages lawsuit 
brought by Karen Silkwood’s family 
establishes a precedent in nuclear safety 
regulation which must now be broadened, said 
Jesuit Father William Davis. ‘‘We intend to 
move on from this to the next battlefront at the 
legislative level,’’ the administrative director 
of Christic Institute said.

Birthright gets South Bay 
office, school district OK

CHULA VISTA — Thanks to: Father 
Donald Kulleck, pastor of St. Pius X 
Church here, and the Sisters of St. Clare, 
space in the parish convent has been 
made available for a South Bay office of 
Birthright. 

Birthright now has three offices within 
the diocese: there is also one one in El 
Centro and another operating out of St. 
Jude Shrine parish in San Diego. 
Founded 16 years ago in Canada, 
Birthright is a volunteer organization 
offering medical and material assistance, 
as well as counseling, to pregnant women 
as an alternative to abortion.

Happy to be Catholic: Teresa Hartie

SAN DIEGO — A 99-year-old Blessed 


Sacrament parishioner has spent almost a 
third of her life as a widow, and her faith 
in Jesus Christ has helped her through 
thick and thin, she said. : 


Teresa Hartie lost her ‘‘sweet and 
loving’? husband Ralph in 1953. “‘It 
wasn’t easy at all at first. I don’t know 


that-it’s ever been:easy exactly, but one ~ 


has to learn to adjust...and then I had my 
faith,’’ she said. 


HER FAITH came early. She was 
born to Catholic parents near Chillicothe, 
Mo. in 1884. ‘‘I think one’s childhood 
memories make the greatest impression 
on one and I like the way it (the Church) 
was then.” 


When her brother Michael was eight or 
nine he could recite the priest’s words in 
the Latin Mass. He fashioned a makeshift 
altar out of a box and tea towel. He 
donned an apron and ‘‘that was his 
vestment,’’ Mrs. Hartie remembers. 

‘(I was the congregation,’’ she said. He 
coached his four-year-old sister on the 
proper Latin responses. 

MRS. HARTIE’S parents sold their 
farm in 1902 and moved to Norman, 
Okla., where she attended high school 
and a teacher’s college. She tutored a 


family of five children in Tuttle, Okla., 
for two years and later was a teacher with 
Norman City Schools. 


She married Ralph Hartie, the 
superintendent of schools, in 1916, when 
she was 31. They had two children Mary- 
Em (now Mrs. Robert C. Howard) and 
John. They have had six and seven 
children, respectively. 

_ Her husband became a city attorney 
and a state legislator in Oklahoma before 
the Harties moved to San Diego in 1925 
for Mr. Hartie’s health. After teaching 
geometry here for eight years, he retired. 


SHE FOUNDED the altar society at 
Blessed Sacrament parish, and wrote the 
by-laws for the Sisters of Social Service 
Auxiliary and was its first life member. 
Mrs. Hartie is also a life member of the 
Mercy Hospital Auxiliary and a member 
of the University of San Diego Auxiliary. 


Although she has mixed feelings about 
the changes in the Church after the 
Second Vatican Council, many of her 
happy memories of the Church are pre- 
Vatican II. Her favorite hymn is Panis 
Angelicus. ‘‘Our music was almost 
classical,’’ she said. 

“T miss the prayer books,’’ she 
remarked. She is not fond of “‘these 
pamphlet things (missalettes). If they

used their good old solid prayerbooks that 
lasted generation to generation, they 
could save millions of dollars.”’ 
Prayerbooks gave ‘‘a feeling of stability,”’ 
she said. :

South Bay was all the more urgent, said 
Mrs. Ewers, because the Sweetwater 
Unified School District recently accepted 
its materials in the junior and senior high 
school curricula; Birthright is, in fact, the 
only pro-life organization offering 
abortion-alternatives to students in that 
district and the San Diego Unified School 
District, she said. 


REFERRALS ARE also received from 
the advertisements placed by Birthright 
for free pregnancy testing, she explained; 
many of the callers are interested in 
abortions, and this allows Birthright 
telephone volunteers to explain that there 
are alternatives to abortion, including 
adoption, and a chance to convince clients 
to save their babies. 


Of the inquiries received by Birthright, 
about 60 percent are from unwed 
mothers; there are a number of 14-16 
year olds, most in their 20s and 30s, some 
older. Most women contemplating 
abortion, says Mrs. Ewers, do not make 
that choice freely because of intense 
outside pressure in favor of it. 


In the decade-plus since the Supreme 
Court legalized abortion throughout the 
nine months of pregnancy right up until 
the time of birth, more than 10 million 
lives have been lost, and a pro-abortion 
mentality is rampant, said Mrs. Ewers. 
But there are a few bright spots in the 
overall picture, she noted. Birthright has 
had its successes in saving babies, and one 
local abortionist is more than $4,000 in 
advertising arrears: ‘‘I know, because 
they sent me his bill,’’ she said of one 
publication where both advertise; the 
abortionist has been spending $1,000 
monthly for advertising, Birthright $20 a 
week — ‘‘when I have it,’’ said Mrs. 
Ewers. 


THE SUCCESS of Birthright in 
saving babies depends heavily on ‘‘our 
non-judgmental attitude’’ and a 
“personal friendship’ between client and 
volunteer, said Mrs. Ewers. ‘‘A volunteer 
becomes a friend to the pregnant woman 
throughout her pregnancy and does 
everything she can to help her have her 
baby and avoid abortion.”’ 


“How can these middle-class women 
sit there while their husbands’ taxes pay 
for abortion and not do something 
about it?’’ she asked. ‘‘We wouldn’t have 
this problem if women had been Christian 
and willing to help each other.”’ 


TO GWEN Kruger the issue is even 
more basic: ‘‘The Supreme Court 
decision will never be changed unless our 
homes become God-centered instead of 
self-centered.”’

Two million... 


At least twelve million women in the United States have 
procured abortions in the last ten years. It is safe to assume that 
at least two million of these women are Catholics. 


From my viewpoint, it is imperative that the Church take these 
women into consideration, as we advocate for an end to abortion 
upon demand. Abortion leaves psychological scars, and those 
who have had abortions are likely to be laden with guilt and 
remorse. They may also feel victimized, used by a society and a 
professional cadre which did not prepare them for the stark 
reality they were entering. 


In the time of their dilemma, these once-pregnant women were 
greeted by the multi-million dollar abortion industry, by 
physicians and others whose livelihood depends on death. These 
women were also manipulated by the euphemisms and the value- 
poor thought of modern American culture. In many cases, they 
were presented with a solution to a problem: they were not 
informed that the solution posed problems of its own. They were 
sold a false bill of goods. 


In opposing abortion and in identifying abortion as murder, 
we Catholics should be merciful. We should avoid blaming the 
victims. The issue of abortion can be argued without resorting to 
“‘shock tactics.’’ Sensationalism, hatred, verbal aggression, and 
psychological abuse can not advance the cause for human life. 
Most definitely, however, these tactics do impede the process of 
reconciliation and conversion for two million women. 


‘‘Hate the sin, but love the sinner.’’ Saint Augustine’s words 
highlight an important feature of the ministry of Jesus. While 
Jesus surely detested sin, he also saved Mary Magdalene from 
punishment. The way Jesus related to the Magdalene combined 
forgiveness, acceptance, and affirmation...it did not connote that 
Jesus was ‘‘soft’? on the issue of adultery. The encounter~ 
changed Mary’s life, and gave her the strength to follow Jesus all 
the days of her life. The same type of experience transformed the 
lives of Matthew, Zaccaeus, Peter, Dismas, and the Samaritan 
woman. 


Recently, Pope John Paul II visited the man who nearly killed 
him. I am sure that this visit cost the Pope a great deal...at the 
very least, it refreshed a traumatically painful memory. Pictures 
of that meeting carry a message of forgiveness and peace which 
has resonated throughout the world. The rightness of the Pope’s 
action has been globally acclaimed, an indication that people of 
all faiths yearn for signs of reconciliation. 


The pope has given us good example. We are concerned with 
conversion and not punishment. We are called to affirm life, and 
to make it easier for people to experience a change of heart. 
Whipping people with guilt and pelting them with insults only 
leads them to be even more entrenched. The goal is not in 
question, but some methods are. 


Catholics are achieving a great deal, through our efforts to 
develop alternatives to abortion. Catholics and others have 
educated millions of people about the realities involved in 
disrupting pregnancies. Constructive approaches and programs 
have changed many minds and have saved many lives. These 
endeavors continue the work of Jesus, by convincing people of 
their goodness and importance. 
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Washington Letter

Though the establishment of 
diplomatic relations between the United 
States and the Vatican may turn out to be 
one of the biggest news stories of 1984, 
you certainly couldn’t tell by the way the 
announcement was handled in 
Washington. 


At the State Department and the White 
House there was no effort to focus extra 
attention on the new ties or to welcome 
them as any sort of a. diplomatic 
breakthrough. The leadership of the U.S. 
bishops also had little to say about the 
new ties other than to welcome them as 
recognition of. Pope John Paul II’s 
international role as a peacemaker. 


Even the reaction by opponents was 
muted, at least compared to the reaction 
33 years earlier to President Harry S 
Truman’s attempt to appoint the first 
U.S. ambassador to the Holy See. 


The reasons for such low-key handling 
of such an announcement were not 
entirely clear, but one reason obviously is 
that the upgrading of ties between the 
United States and the Vatican no longer 
has major domestic _ political 
repercussions. 


Though the Vatican had released the 
announcement of the new ties around 6 
a.m. Washington time Jan. 10, the State 
Department chose merely to wait until its 
regular noon press briefing to officially 
confirm the establishment of diplomatic 
relations. The White House similarly 
waited until its regular early afternoon 
briefing to announce the nomination of 


William Wilson as first ambassador. 


Normally the announcement of a 
change in diplomatic ties is issued 
simultaneously in the capitals of both 
nations. State Department spokesman 
John Hughes, asked why the Vatican had 
issued its announcement first, could only 
speculate that perhaps the Vatican’s 
official daily newspaper, L’Osservatore 


Romano, needed the announcement early — 


to meet a deadline. 


White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes was similarly low-key in his 
handling of the Wilson appointment. 
Congress in November gave the president 
the option of upgrading ties and 
appointing an ambassador, Speakes said, 
and President Reagan was merely 
following through. The only formal 
statement from the White House ‘was a 
press release giving a short biographical 
sketch of Wilson. 


Why the comparatively muted reaction 
by opponents of U.S.-Vatican relations? 


According to Jesuit Father Robert 
Emmett Curran, chairman of the 
Georgetown University history 


department, one key difference is the 
acceptance of Catholics into the 
mainstream of American society over the 
past generation. 


‘“There doesn’t seem to be the old fears 
about inviting the pope into the White 
House,”’ said Father Curran, noting that 
it took a Southern Baptist, President 
Jimmy Carter, to do so in 1979. ‘‘Can 
you imagine what would have happened 
if President Kennedy had tried to do the 
same thing?’’ the priest said. 


The plan to send the first U.S. 
ambassador to the Vatican still must 
survive Senate confirmation hearings for 
Wilson. One opposition group, 
Americans United for Separation of 
Church and State, says if it cannot 
convince the Senate to oppose the 
nomination it, will take the matter to 
court. 


Though Sen. Ernest Hollings (D-S.C.) 
said he thought recognition of the Vatican 
was a bad precedent and violated 
separation of church and state, there 
seemed little chance that a majority of the 
Senate would turn against the 
nomination. Congress last year had little 
trouble lifting the ban on formal relations 
with the Vatican, and the legislation to 
end the restriction had co-sponsorship 
which ranged across the ideological 
spectrum from Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
(D-Mass.) to Sen. Jesse Helms (R-N.C.). 


‘Offer Him your sufferings’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II has asked sick 
people to offer their suffering to God’so that the world can avoid a 
nuclear conflict. 


“I ask you in the name of the Lord to offer to Him your 
sufferings for peace between men, for the return to God of those 
who do not know him, who do not believe in him or who fight 
him, and so that there will be no more war on earth, above all so 
that the world may be spared the trial of nuclear conflict,’ he 
said Jan. 11 at his general audience in a special message to a 
group of sick people. 


Speaking to several thousand people in the Pope Paul VI 
Auditorium, the pope said baptism thus became a visible sign of 
man’s sharing in a “‘higher life.”’ 


“‘Christ’s baptism is a symbolic gesture that signifies the 
commitment of sacrifice for the purification of mankind. The fact 
that at that moment the heavens opened tells us that the 
reconciliation between God and man began to work,’’ the pope 
said. 


‘*At the Jordan River his baptism is only figurative. On the 
cross he was to receive the baptism that would purify the world,”’ 
the pope said. 

The fact that Christ was baptized even though he was withou 
sin showed his humility, the pope said. 22 


“‘Even knowing that his mission would profoundly transform 
the history of the world, he did not begin his ministry with a 
break from the past, but in the river bed of Judaic tradition,”’ he 
said. 


Baptism for us, the pope said, is the communication of divine 
life along with the freedom from the state of sin. 

“Baptism, making us participants in the death and 
resurrection of the savior, fills us with new life,’’ the pope said.

‘Moment of silence’ 


I think most people would agree that it is rather difficult to 
remain silent for any length of time to simply pray from the 
bottom of your heart. Distractions, both internal and external, 
abound. Yet one of the most universal and most valid of the 
criticisms leveled against the renewed liturgy is the lack of time 
provided for personal prayer. 


In describing the different elements of the Mass, the 
Introduction to the New Roman Missal mentions in paragraph 23 
that ‘‘after Communion, all praise God in silent prayer.’’ 
Unfortunately, this directive seems to get lost in the next section 
of the Introduction which deals with each part of the Mass in 
particular. 


A Communion song should be sung, states the Introduction, 
to express outwardly the unity of all believers, to give evidence of 
their joy, and to make the procession to receive the body and 
blood of Christ a community act. The possibility of a hymn after 
Communion sung by all is also mentioned. What is not 
mentioned is the possibility of a read meditation that becomes a 
kind of second homily or the other types of ‘‘solo performances”’ 
that seem to abound today. 


Even more abusive to this post-communion period of silence is 
to use this time to make announcements or give out diplomas, 
special awards, etc. What the recommended silence is meant to 
do is to allow each of us as individuals to stand alone for a 
moment with the Lord in order to more fully grasp the impact of 
the Communion event. We need time in silence to reflect on our 
individual union with Christ — time to pause in awe and wonder 
before we continue on to the communal implications of what it 
means to have received the one body and drunk from the one cup 
together! 


I mentioned at the onset of this article that time spent in silence 
simply to pray from the bottom of your heart is difficult. We are, 
all of us, immersed in a culture that clutters every waking 
moment of life with sound and activity. 


But often this moment of silence after Communion is the only 
time for personal thanksgiving that we will have. It behooves us - 
all to make the most of it!

But people are different. Even those we love deeply, 
and feel most united with, are different from us in their 
innermost selves, which is where they meet and respond 
to Christ’s seeking, waiting presence.

awareness, but that he feels an added responsibility to 
keep his equilibrium and pay attention to mundane needs 
such as earning a living and sustaining a family and 
household! Someone, he probably would say, has to keep 
his feet on the ground! 


Then again, a man may feel that his wife ‘‘comes on 
too strong’’ and will respond to feelings of uncertainty 
and inadequacy by appearing to’ deny feelings and 
attitudes which may in fact, be very important to him. 
Sometimes it is not that our light is too weak, but that it is 
too strong and shone too directly into a bashful face!

We can never truly know where another person’s 
spirituality stands, not even when that person is someone 
whose life we have shared for decades.

We cannot ever ignore the 
individuality and uniqueness of each human response to 
God and must accept the fact that we may not always 
recognize what is to be seen. 


IF WE FEEL we have received great joy from our

Small discussion groups 


What would have happened if the participants in the 
Council of Jerusalem (49 A.D.) had resorted to debate in 
small group discussions? 


The thought occurred when the U.S. Bishops used that 
technique at their November meeting. The process comes 
from the social sciences; at a meeting of a large body, 
members break up into groups of about eight to 10 to 
consider an issue. A discussion leader, primed with three 
or four questions to stimulate discussion, is assigned; a 
secretary is chosen to report briefly the gist of the 
conversation. 


THE JERUSALEM Council (cf. Acts) had to consider 
if the Gentile converts were to observe the old Jewish 
dietary laws. If the discussion group technique had been 
followed, it might have gone this way. 


First, the apostles and elders in Jerusalem heard a 
presentation by St. Paul on the issue and then broke up 
into seven tables of eight. To add some expertise, 
specialists in Hebrew cooking, Eastern foods, and two 
housewives were assigned to various tables. Three 
questions were proposed: 1) What will be the reaction of 
Jerusalem storekeepers if we give up following these laws? 
2) What will be the reaction of the Christian housewife 
who will have to learn new menus and a different style of 


cooking? 3) Will giving in be a sign that the Church is 
weak and will bow to outside pressures? 


Barnabus presided at Table 1. He was a bit partial to 
the Gentile viewpoint since he had been with Paul. The 
discussion was dominated by Jonas, a kosher butcher’s 
son, who claimed his father’s livelihood would be 
threatened. He called upon tradition and warned of dire 
consequences if, as he said, ‘‘the Church caved in on this 
one.’’ But Justus, a presbyter from Asia Minor, spoke in 
praise of the excellent meals prepared by him in the 
Gentile style from recipes created by Julia, child of 
Esther. 


MARK PRESIDED over Table 3, which did not get 
too far into the question because three table members did 
not show up. Table 5 was dominated by those favoring 
the existing dietary laws. But a Gentile pointed out they 
were prejudiced since they were connected with Levitical 
families, directly or through marriage. The argument was 
hot and heavy. 


The leader of Table 7, Josephus, had invited Claudia, a 
Roman matron from Philippi, to be a participant. 
Claudia said the men did not understand the role of 
housewives in the new Church. If kept to the old laws, she 


would have to abandon her custom of using spare time to 
help the deacons in the distribution of food. She flatly 
refusd to change her ways just because some Jewish men 
insisted upon it. Juvenus, the youngest member, added 
that he had spoken to many Gentile women converts who 
convinced him this was a matter in which Church elders 
should not get involved. Preparation of food was a 
woman’s decision; they should be free to do as they 
please. 


At the end, Thomas, the secretary to James the 
Apostle, reported the table votes: 49 percent of the tables 
said they were in favor of changing; 49 percent said they 
wanted the laws to be observed; two percent objected to 
the process, claiming it had been controlled by the curia at 
Jerusalem to get their own way. Later that night a hurried 
meeting of the leaders produced the historical decision, 
which James announced the next day. 


GROUP DISCUSSIONS may well be the wave of the 
future. But given the complexity of issues facing the 
Church, the variety of the bodies in the consultative 
process, these discussions eventually end up as hurried, 
crushed between other business matters. At best such 
table talks end up not revealing, achieving, or reporting 
consensus, but rather, being dull. 
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The change from personal envoy to 
official diplomat will not be a ‘“‘great 
change’’ for Wilson or anyone else named 
ambassador to the Holy See, said Wilson, 
because he already has full access to the 
pope and ranking prelates in the Vatican, 
he said. 


BUT WHERE there was only one 
channel of communication between 
Washington and the Vatican, now there 
will be two, he noted. This will not only 
give Washington official access to the 
Vatican as a worldwide listening post 
through its diplomatic corps, but also 
benefit the search for peace and help both 
Washington-and the Vatican in many 
areas where there is mutual concern, such 
as refugee resettlement and the fight 
against hunger. 


Wilson rejected the idea that U.S. 
recognition of the Vatican implies an 
endorsement of the Catholic Church or of 
one religion in favor of another, and he 
offered the fact that the proposal cleared 
both houses of Congress, with its non- 
Catholic majorities, and was approved by 
a non-Catholic president. 


“What we are doing is recognizing 
diplomatically a sovereign state,’’ he said, 
adding that the move in no way violates 
the separation of church and state implicit 
in the first amendment to the 
Constitution. ‘‘A rather critical reading”’ 
of the first amendment shows the move to 
be constitutional, but he acknowledged 
that there would be others whose opinion 
on the matter would differ. 


‘“‘THE FACT that the US. 
government has decided to recognize the 
Vatican diplomatically, and vice versa, 
says a great deal about our President 
Reagan and about our Pope John Paul 
II,’’ said Wilson. ‘‘Both of them have

Georges Vanier was a striking 
military hero, who led a life of 
great honor as a colonel of the 
Royal 22nd Regiment of the Cana- 
dian Army, as a diplomat in En- 
gland and as ambassador to France. 
During his career, however, he also 
reached some important conglu- 
sions about prayer. 

For him, prayer began in the 
family. 

Vanier was 70 when he 
became governor-general of 
Canada in 1959, the post he serv- 
ed in until 1967. His installation 
address began with the words: 
“May Almighty God...bless this 
sacred mission...and help me to 
fulfill it in all humility. In ex- 
change for his strength, I offer. 


‘him my weakness.”’ 


Vanier was born in Montreal in 


1888 and studied law before join-. 


ing the army in 1915. He distin- 
guished himself under heavy fire 


‘and received the military cross 


before being seriously wounded 
and having his right leg am- 
putated above the knee. 

Later, Vanier’s request to rejoin 
the army was greeted by a super- 
ior officer’s laugh and the com- 
ment, ‘‘You have lost a leg.”’ 
Vanier replied, “I know that, but 
don’t you want a few officers 
with brains as well as legs?”’ 
Within three weeks Vanier was 
back in the army.

In 1921 Vanier married the 
deeply religious Pauline Archer 
from Montreal, who greatly in- 
fluenced his life as a Catholic. It 
was on Good Friday in 1933 that 
he accompanied her to a lecture 
given in London by a Jesuit 
priest. Vanier told the priest after 
the lecture that he now realized 
how much God loves people. 

From then on Vanier accom- 
panied his wife to daily Mass. 

The Vaniers had a daughter 
and four sons. Their son Jean 
founded L’Arche, the com- 
munities for the handicapped; 
Therese is a physician at St. 


Christopher’s Hospice in London; - 


Benedict is a Trappist monk in 
Oka, Quebec. 

Vanier once said: ‘‘In the in- 
terplay of responsibility and 
dependence within the family are

In one note written sometime 
between 1945 and 1954, he 
described his prayer in some 
detail: ‘Today as usual I started 
by thanking God for allowing me 
to come to see him... said...1 
wanted to love him more.”’ Then 
Vanier asked God “‘to show me 
how to love him as I did not 
know and needed his help.”’ 

But that day Vanier. said he had 
a surprise. “I began to repeat, in 
a way which was both intense 
and spontaneous, that I loved 
him, thanking him for giving me 
the grace to love him thus. For 
some time I could not move on 
to the next point, but just kept 


’ repeating that I loved him and 


wanted to love him more.” 

This man came to look upon 
the Spirit as one who lends digni- 
ty to human beings and allows 
them to transcend their limita- 
tions. The interweaving of prayer 
and active service became Van- 
ier’s pattern of life. And it is 
difficult to imagine a more ac- 
tive life. 

Concerned about the disinte- 
gration of the family, the Vaniers 
established the Vanier Institute of

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Blending fresh ingredients 
into your recipe 
for life at home

Counselor Mary Roemer Kus- 
bach keeps a cup filled with 
Magic Markers in her office at the 
Family and Children Center in 
Mishawaka, Ind. Often, during a 
family counseling session, she 
asks a child to choose a marker 
for each family member: Then 
she asks the child to set the 
markers out in a pattern on the 
floor to represent family relation- 
ships — as the child views them. 

The results vary, Ms. Kusbach 
says. But in families with relation- 
ship problems, as often as not, 
the markers for the parents and 
possibly an olde: child are 
clumped together at a distance 
from the younger children who 
are grouped by themselves. 

“Now put them the way you 
want the family to be,”’ is the 
counselor’s next instruction. In- 
variably the child puts the mark- 
ers in position so “‘everybody 
is close together,’ she says. One 
child placed the markers in the 
shape of a star. All the members 
were reaching outward, “‘but 
each still was touching” the other 
family members. 

How people relate to each 
other has a direct connection 
with the satisfaction they find at 

home, Ms. Kusbach indicated. 
Several other counselors agreed 
with this assessment. 

“We all need to feel loved and 
cared about — that we make a 
difference to someone else,’ ex- 
plained the Rev. Rod Landes. 
Though some people find this at 
work or in clubs, the Presbyter- 
ian minister continued, many 
others count on those at home 
for it. Mr. Landes is a counselor 
with the Pastoral Counseling and 
Consultation Centers of Greater 
Washington, D.C. 

Creating a home which is a 
center of refreshment doesn’t 
happen by chance. It starts with 
people caring enough about each 
other to find constructive ways 
of relating, the pastoral counselor 
stressed. 

For instance, individuals ‘‘need 
to work out the logistics of living 
together,’ Mr. Landes said. This 
includes negotiating differences 
when they arise. If no negotiating 
is possible, he added, people are 
likely ‘to get openly angry or 
stiff and distant’’ with each other. 
If home becomes formal and un- 
comfortable, it can be a place no 
one wants to go, he remarked. 

For Celeste Kearney, a coun- 
selor in Fairfax, Va., the home is

One image of families at prayer 
that frequently comes to my 
mind has a bearded, Victorian 
father, a mother and a handful of 
children, formally dressed and — 
with hands folded in front of 
them, seated at a round table.

All the others 
have heads bowed. A gas lamp 
with a stained glass shade hangs 
over the table, which is covered 
with a heavy fringed cloth.

I know he prays. He’s even 
shown me the stone park bench 
where he’s spent hours in quiet 
prayer overlooking the waters of 
Long Island Sound. I don’t know 
what words Sandy uses to pray, 
but I do know he credits God 
directly for help in raising his 
14-year-old daughter alone. He’s 
not praying with her but he is 
praying for her. 

For me, prayer with family has 
tended to come in song. As a 
child I remember peering over my 
grandmother’s shoulder to see the 
words in the hymnal as she hit 
the notes of favorite hymns on 
our old black upright piano. 

I’m a Catholic now. But I grew 
up as a Presbyterian. For me as a 
child, those hymns around the 
piano were like the nightly 
rosaries of many Catholic families. 

Song was important for me 
again recently as seven of us 
crowded into my mother’s room 
to pray after she suffered a crisis 
in a chronic illness. We were led 
by a Methodist minister. My 


father, an active Presbyterian lay _ 
leader, suggested we start with a 


hymn. We sang, gaining con- 
fidence in our knowledge of the 
words as we went along. 
Surprised by an enthusiasm for 
prayer and song he had rarely 
found in hospital rooms, the 
minister asked if we were 


_“‘church people.” 


“We sure are,’ my father 
responded, “‘but you’ve got a 
real ecumenical collection here!” 
He introduced the family: 
“Cousin Evelyn, a retired nurse, 
a Methodist; her friend Helen, a 
Congregationalist; my daughter, 
Sue, a convert to Catholicism; 
and Dolores, a Southern Baptist ° 
who helps us at home.” 

Together our family prayed. 
We prayed for mother’s health 
and with tears in her eyes she 
reached out to take my hand as I 
sat next to her. 

We prayed for my father who 
sat with head down on the edge 
of the bed mother had vacated 
for the room’s one comfortable 
chair. We prayed in thanksgiving 
for Jesus who gave us so much. 

And we sang again, ‘““‘What a 
friend we have in Jesus...what a 
privilege to carry everything to 
God in prayer.” °

The priest said that in his work 
the most difficult situations are 
those in which people have given 
up on each other. Then, the 
counselor said, he works hard to 
restore communication and trust.

The Kissinger report says that military 
aid to the Salvadoran government is 
necessary to eradicate Soviet-Cuban 
influence, and that aid to Nicaraguan 
insurgents is necessary to pressure the 
government in Nicaragua. 


But the commission recommended that 
military aid to El Salvador be contingent 
on certification of human rights 
improvements, a position opposed by 
President Reagan, and left room for 
peace with Nicaragua within the 
framework of the promises made by the 
Nicaraguan government shortly after 
coming to power in 1979. 


KISSINGER AND commission mem- 
bers Nicholas F. Brady and John Silber 
endorsed the certification 
recommendations as long as it doesn’t 
lead to ‘‘a Marxist-Leninist victory.’’ 


The commission’s two Hispanics, 
Mayor Henry G. Cisneros of San 
Antonio, Texas, and Cuban-born Carlos 
F. Diaz-Alejandro, an expert on Latin 
America, urged suspension of covert aid 
to Nicaraguan insurgents. 


In comments published separately from 
the consensus report, Cisneros said 
negotiations should take place with 
moderate factions within E] Salvador, and 
the Sandinistas should be given the 
opportunity to make good on democratic 
initiatives they proposed in October. 


DIAZ-ALEJANDRO said covert aid 
to insurgents worked against moderates 
in the Nicaraguan government. 


The document makes passing reference 
to the Latin American Catholic bishops’ 
conferences in Medellin, Colombia, in 
1968, and Puebla, Mexico, in 1979. 


‘*Fifteen years ago, at the conference in 
Medellin, Colombia, the Catholic 
Church spoke of a need for a ‘preferential 
option’ to concentrate public policy and 
public effort on a social ethic of 
responsibility for the poor,’’ the report 


says. ‘‘That need is‘ more pressing’ ‘today. 


Poverty is on the rise everywhere in Latin 
America.”’ 


““NO CENTRAL American policy for 
the United States worth its name can fail 
to meet this economic, social - and 
financial challenge,’’ the report says. 

“*The crisis in Central America has no 
single, simple cause but the troubled 
performance of the region’s economies 


- has been a major feature. They were 


among the most dynamic in the world 
during the 1960s and early 1970s. But 
that growth was unevenly distributed and 
poverty continued to plague most of the 
region’s people,’’ the report says. 

Central America has suffered not only 
from civil war, but also from low export 
prices for coffee, cotton, bananas and 
sugar. 

“AS THE final document of the 
Catholic conference of Latin American 
bishops at Puebla, Mexico, recognized in

1979, there was a ‘growing gap between 
rich and poor,’ which the conference 
characterized as a ‘contradiction of 
Christian existence.’ This contributed to 
a growing political frustration in several 


countries, intensified by the fact that 
some sectors of these. societies were 
enjoying’ economic success,’’ adds the 


report. 

“Then, in the late 1970s, production, 
export earnings, incomes, profits and 
consumption all began to decline. The 
result was a sharp economic contraction 
in each country of the region. The effects 
have been particularly severe for those 
who were denied participation in the 
earlier era of rapid growth,’’ the report 
says. 

The report endorses Reagan’s position 
security interests could be 
affected if the United States removes its 
military force in the area. 


IT CALLS for increased military aid 
to El Salvador. The administration is 
expected to request an increase of $100 
million to $140 million for El Salvador in 
January. Military aid to El Salvador is 
now set at $64.8 million. 


The Kissinger report also recommends 
a long-term program to deal with social, 
economic and other ‘‘human needs,’’ 
including a five-year $8 billion recovery 
aid plan to help people suffering from 
malnutrition, disease, illiteracy and lack 
of adequate housing. 


It also calls for multilateral 
renegotiation of the foreign debts of the 
Central American nations and the revival 
of the defunct Central American 
Common Market, to raise productivity 
and living standards of people to keep 
them from turning to revolution because 
they have no stake in present systems. 


THE U.S.-bishops, in their 1981 

statement, also emphasized poor 
economic conditions as a key cause of the 
region’s political violence. 
__ External subversion was not the main 
cause of the turmoil, the bishops said, 
characterizing the main problem as ‘‘the 
internal conditions of poverty and the 
denial of basic human rights which 
characterize many of these societies.”’ 


In announcing formation of the 
commission, Reagan said he would not 
change his policy of military support for 
the Salvadoran government and 
insurgents in Nicaragua, two positions 


opposed by the U.S. bishops. 


AFTER REAGAN announced 
formation of the commission, Archbishop 
John R. Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, 
then president of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, said U.S. government policy 
was ‘‘deepening the internal crises’’ in 
‘Nicaragua, and ‘‘escalating the dangers 
of war’’ in Central America. He urged ‘‘a 
diplomatic course of action for the United 
States as a means of addressing the war 
in El Salvador and a method of reversing 
the presently dangerous | course of 
U.S.-Nicaraguan relations.’

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Curial terms up: Will pope ‘streamline’ Vatican?

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Will 1984 
be the year Pope John Paul II streamlines 
the Vatican Curia, the Church’s central 
administrative offices? 


The question arises because the terms 
of more than a dozen of the Vatican’s top 
officials expired last October. Under the 
1967 curial reforms of Pope Paul VI, the 
term of the curia’s chief administrators is 
five years, renewable at the pope’s 
discretion. 


POPE JOHN Paul II took office in 
October 1978 and so the terms of those 
officials whom he reappointed from past 
papacies expired five years later. 


Included among these are Cardinal 
Johannes Willebrands, president of the 
Secretariat for’ Promoting Christian 
Unity; Cardinal Eduardo Pironio, prefect 
of the Congregation for Religious and 
Secular Institutes; Cardinal Sebastiano 
Baggio, prefect of the Congregation for 
Bishops; and Cardinal Bernardin Gantin, 
president of the Commission for Justice 
and Peace. 


Shortly after the expiration date, each 
Vatican official affected received a letter 
from Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, papal 
secretary of state. The letter, which was 
subsequently leaked to the press, was 
written on behalf of the pope. It did not 
automatitally reappoint the officials, as 
had been the custom since the advent of 
the five-year term of office. Instead, it 
told them to remain in office for the time 
being, until a new step is taken. 


THE LETTER has fueled speculation 
that the pope is contemplating some 


major shifts in personnel. Fanning the 
flames of the speculation is the fact that 
the pope met in private audiences during 
the closing weeks of 1983 with nearly 
every person whose term has expired. 


Another. theory is that personnel 
changes will wait at least for several 
months and will be preceded by structural 
alterations in the curia. 


Supporters of this theory say that the 
pope appointed a 12-member committee 
to study the possibilities of streamlining 
the work of the curia based on 
recommendations from cardinals around 
the world. They add that the pope will 
wait until hearing the committee’s 
suggestions for structural changes before 
deciding what to do with the officials 
whose terms have expired. 


THE COMMITTEE is thought to be 
headed by Cardinal Aurelio Sabattani, 
the prefect of the Tribunal of the 
Apostolic Signature, the Church’s highest 
court. The formation of such a committee 
has not been announced by the Vatican 
and Cardinal Sabattani has told NC 
News Service that he could ‘‘not confirm 
anything’’ about the group’s existence. 


What might the structural changes be? 


Many within the Vatican believe that 
the pope will establish at least one new 
department, a council for the sick and 
suffering, which will handle the pastoral 
and social concerns of the sick and 


handicapped. 
FOR YEARS there has been

Vatican’s ties are up sharply 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — The announcement that 
the United States established diplomatic relations with the 
Vatican brought to 107 the countries having diplomatic 


ties to the Holy See. 


The number has almost tripled since Pope Pius XII 
began his reign in 1939. At that time the Vatican had 


diplomatic relations with 37 countries. 


THE GROWTH in the diplomatic corps expanded 
dramatically during the pontificate of Pope Paul VI, and 
has continued under Pope John Paul II; in the past three 
years, 16 more countries have established diplomatic ties 


with the Vatican. 


Significant in the past two years has been the 
strong Protestant 


accreditation of countries with 
traditions, such as the United States.

Many within the 
Vatican see it as more logical for 
catechetics to come under the 
Congregation for Catholic Education. 
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Cases regarding the dispensation of 
priests from their vows currently are 
handled by the Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith. But if a priest has 
attempted marriage without being 
laicized and later wants to return to the 
active ministry, that case is handled by 
the Congregation for Clergy. And if the 
man seeking the dispensation happens to 
be a deacon rather than a priest, the 
matter goes to the Congregation for 
Divine Worship and Sacraments. 


MANY PEOPLE working in the 
Vatican say streamlining is also needed to 
modernize the curia’s equipment and 
office procedures. Such _ streamlining 
would improve efficiency, they add. 


There is little use made of computers or 
word processors within the curia, filing 
systems are frequently admitted to be 
antiquated, and even dictation equipment 
and electric typewriters are rare.
